CONFERENCE MINUTES 


Live Oak, Fia., Jan. 27, 1926. 

The tenth session of the Middle South Florida Annual Conference 
was opened by the Rt. Rev. John Hurst, bishop of the Eleventh Epis* 
copal District of A. M. E. Church at 10 A. M., who led the ritualistic 
services. 

After which he lined hymn 199, "Come Happy Souls, Approach Tour 
God.” 

Prayer by Rev. Robert Albert. 

Scripture lesson, 91st Psalm, read by the bishop. 

The bishop led the decalogue, assisted by Dr. C. S. Long. 

He afterward lined hymn 215, ‘Jesus, I My Cross Have Taken.” 

The bishop introduced Rev. E. B. Daniels to preach the annual ser¬ 
mon. 

He selected as text, 1 Samuel 10 chapter, 26 verse: “And there 
went with hi ma band of men, whose herats God had touched.” She ser¬ 
mon was excellently handled. The Lord’s Prayer was chanted by the 
choir. 

(The bishop requested all presiding elders to come within the altar. 

He then consecrated an dadministered the elements of the sacra¬ 
ment to conference, assisted by Drs. Hawkins, Long, Archer, Young, 
Dickerson, Johnson, of Georgia, presiding elders, and Drs. Collins, Gaddy 
and Barkley. 

"Glory to His Name,” was led by Dr. Hawkins. 

After Conference Roll was perfected, the organization was perfected 
as follows: 

Rev. J. D. Moore, nominated by Dr. Hawkins; Rev. E. B. Daniels, 
nominated by Dr. Archer; Rev. N. W. White, nominated by Dr. Dicker- 
son, were elected as chief recording and statistical secretaries; Rev. H. 
K. Kanaan, as chief; Revs. W. C. Braddy and J. D. Jackson as asso¬ 
ciates, nominated by Dr. Young, were elected as marshals. 

Five seats from chancel rail, including amen corners, were fixed as 
bar of conference. 

The hours of 9:30 A. M. to 12:30 P. M., and 2 P. M., were agreed 
upon as the hours of meeting and adjourning.

Confer¬ 
ence; Dr. R. W. Whitehurst, P. E., Apalachicola District, W. Fla. Con¬ 
ference; Dr. J. B. Blacknell, Fort Pierce, S. Fla. Conference; Dr. L, P, 
Edwards, of Baptist Church, City; Dr. N. W. Wilkerson, P. E., Athens 
District, N. Ga. Conference. 
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Dr. C. S. Long moved that the committees be approved as pub¬ 
lished in booklet. 

That the finance committee be composed of conference presiding 
elders and W. R. Akery, J. T. Gaddy and P. R. Roberts. It prevailed. 

The bishop appointed the following devines on committees: 

On A. C. E. League, Rev. J. E. White; on A. C. E. League for E. 
siding elder, and Suwannee District, Dr. L. Dickerson, presiding elder. 

Reports were received from the Ocala district, Dr. C. S. Long, pre- 
W. College, Rev. D. J. Jones. 

In introducing Dr. R. A. Grant, of Grant Memorial Church, Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., the bishop said that Dr. Grant was a candidate for elec¬ 
tion as bishop of the church; that Dr. Gamt is this district’s candidate; 
that he had a summons of 252 votes of the last General Conference to 
bring him as the candidate. 

Dr. Frazier, of Baptist Church, of City, was introduced also. 

Mrs. K. Bertha Hurst, wife of the bishop, took her place as state 
president of Women’s Mite Missionary Society.

Wednesday Afternoon, January 27. First Day. 

The conference was reconvened by the bishop. Rev. E. W. Larkins 
lined “Lord in the Morning Thou Shalt Hear My Voice Ascending 
High.” After which he led in prayer. 

“Saviour, More Than Life to Me,” was led by Dr. Hawkins. 

The following district reports were received: 

The Gainesville District, Dr. G. W. Archer, presiding elder; the 
Dunnellon District, Rev. J. H. Young, presiding elder; the High Springs 
District, Rev. G. W. Hawkins,’presiding elder. 

At conclusion of reports, the bishop said the conference had made 
improvements in reports. 

Dr. Akery led “Marching Must Be Done.” 

Visitors were introduced as follows: Dr. E. C. Hatcher, Wayman 
Memorial Church, Jacksonville; Dr. M. M. Young, P. E., Columbia Dis¬ 
trict E. Conference; Dr. John Lavender, Lake City District E. Confer¬ 
ence; Dr. Shep Hunter, P. E., N .Jacksonville District E. Conference; Dr. 
Alonzo Scott, former pastor Church in England; Dr. J. W. Flemming, 
Bethel, Jacksonville; Dr. W. A. Rose, Midway E. Conference, Jackson¬ 
ville; Dr. A. L. Bennett, Jacksonville E. Conference; Dr. James Arm¬ 
strong, Watertown E. Conference; Dr. Longem, Palmetto E. Conference 
S. C.; Dr. Crawford, I. it, M. E. Church; Dr. Wm. Jenkins, Baptist 
Church; Dr. C. T. Tilman, Baptist Church. 

In an address by Dr. Grant to the conference, he advanced the idea 
that Bishop Hurst had made the Eleventh Episcopal District a fit place 
in which to live; said we ought to love the bishop and Mrs. Hurst for 
What they have done for Florida; that the A. M. E. pastorate offers 
an opportunity to sweeten he life in service and uplift of the people. 

He suggested to the brethren that they keep a sweet temper as it 
might facilitate their own sweet temper at the conclusion of the confer¬ 
ence. 

He further said that with the passing of the years all had realized 
the worth of the bishop we have. 
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That Mrs. Hurst and the bishop aim that we shall bring into action 
the best in us; that we have learned that wading streams, crossing 
streams and climbing mountains, have not hurt any of us, and that 
Bishop Hurst is bringing fort ha breed of men who will do their duty 
•r die. 

Rev. Akery led “Everything Is Getting Better Now/* 

Dr. Johnson, in his address, said that in South Carolina the church 
received Bishop Hurst with delight, promising to work in peace and 
pay the debt of Allen University off; that Bishop Hurst is building 
light house in Theological Seminary that will send a light in all Florida, 
to which men of other denominations would come to its light; that Mrs. 
Hurst is going through the state doing no little to help the ministers. 

(That he would be pleased to associate his efforts in uniting the 
forces of Georgia and Texas with the forces of Florida in help putting 
Dr. Grant on bench of bishops and that Bishop Hurst ought to be 
brought back to Florida for the work he has done. 

In the address of Dr. Wilkins, of Georgia, he said it was a pleasure 
to come to Florida; that he believed that all of our bishops are good men. 
That all worthy A. M. E. preachers ought to desire to be a presiding 
elder. That speaking as a Georgian for Georgians; that they and he be¬ 
lieved that Florida ought to have a bishop at the next General Confer¬ 
ence as they raise more money per capita than any district in the 
church. 

That the Ministers Union of Atlanta told him to say to Florida 
that they are with you; that he believed the whole church ought to be 
fair and give you a bishop; that Bishop Flipper is with your bishop and 
the brethren of the conference; that Bishop Hurst is a Godsend to the 
conference; that the bishop is a good man wit ha good parentage behind 
him and Mrs. Hurst; that Bishop Flipper is a good man; said he let 
Florida and Georgia stand together and take God into our business. 

Rev. Shep Hunter led in singing ‘ Lprd Plant My Feet on Higher 
Ground.” 

In the address Dr. Alonzo Scott, the idea was advanced that the 
example of married life of Bishop and Mrs. Hurst was splendid material 
for the lectures; that the average negros do not know how to treat a 
wife; that no infidels being in the race brough thim delight. 

In address by the bishop, he touched on “Negro Life and History” 
by Dr. Carter G. Woodson, saying that he contributes $100 (One Hun¬ 
dred Dollars) each year to this worthy cause; that by his request Dr. 
Woodson had sent some of the books to this conference; that they only 
cost $5.25, containing some of the best literature produced by the race. 

The negro year book shared also worthy notice. 

Rev, Hatcher gave the conference an opportunity to obtain pictures 
of the miinsters who attended the last summer seminary.

Afterwards he lined hymn 300, “How Great the Wisdom, Power and 
Grace, Which in Redemption Shine.”

The choir chanted “Jesus Through Thy Spirit.” 

After which they led “The Lord Is My Shepherd.” 

The Scripture lesson Isaac, 6 chapter, 1-13 verse, was read by Dr. 
Hawkins. 

The choir led “Just As I Am.” 

The decalogue was led by Dr. Grant. 

A penny offering was taken by ushers. 

“Go Forth Ye Heralds in My Name,” was lined by Dr. Grant. 

Annual missionary sermon. 

The bishop introduced Dr. Collins to preacher the missionary ser¬ 
mon. 

Prayer by Dr. Collins, afterward he selected as text Mark 16 chapter, 
15 verse: 

“Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” 

In the course of his remarks he said Saul was dethroned because 
he was not fitted for the throne. 

David enthroned because he was fitted; that the church has need 
for lionhearted men; that the gospel heralds of the past were mighty 
men of valor, worthy to be captains of a mighty host, not all of culture 
but of character as well; that the world is sick and needs a healing 
power; that there is nothing like the cleansing power of religion; Bud- 
dahism, Hinduism and philosophy were contrasted with religion. The 
concluson drawn that all pales and fades beside religion. 

He said too long the missionary has been looked on as a never-do- 
well who has failed everywhere else. That the present day opinion is that 
the missionaries of the past were of heroic mold, such as Wesley, Whit¬ 
field, Cook, Allen and Grant. 

♦That our missionaries may find work of service on our streets and 
in our hospitals instead of beauty. 

That life is a dedication of service to the world’s redemption and 
that the Christian is the custodian of the world of thought; that the 
Egyptian civilization fell because they forsook the teachings of the re¬ 
ligious leaders, and that the religious leaders hold a big place in life 
of the nation. Said he, the religious leaders must know God. Rev. Wes¬ 
ley had a vision toward God, so must our brethren have; that Geribaldi 
said to retreating French soldiers, “Go back to the battle lines.” They 
asked, “What have yo uto give us?” He said, “victory.” They returned 
and conquered. In a burst oi eloquence he said Christ in more assurance 
offers, victory to those who will follow him. 

The choir chanted the Lord’s Prayer. 

An offering of $50.55 was taken for missions by Drs. Hawkins and 
Dickerson.

The conference joined in singing hymn 370, “My Soul Be < hi fhy

Rev. L. B. Burnett, a retired pastor who had served the church 3U 
years, addressed the conference.
